Claim 1 




The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the known 


braking system in that the braking effect of the engine 


brake is evaluated on the basis of information supplied by 


an engine absolute position transducer 


and rotational 


speed sensor. 




The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 


Article 33 (2) ) . 
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The present invention can therefore be considered to 
address the problem of precisely decelerating an 
electrically driven vehicle having an engine brake and a 
service brake by means of the engine and service brakes. 

The available prior art does not suggest using an engine 
absolute position transducer to control the braking 
system. 

Claim 1 therefore appears to involve an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33 (3) ) .

Claims 2-11 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 
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
